Hervey was born in 1730 of a distin. 
cuished family, long seated at Ickworth 
near Bury St. Edmunds. The Prince of 
W ales, Frederick, eldest son of Geo I. 
was his godfather, As a pablus sek 
he was able to take his M.A. d at 
Cambridge without examination; this he 
did in 1754, and in the following year he 
was ordained. He seems to have taken his 


clerical duties lightly, and when, in 1763, 


he was appointed a chaplain to Geo 
III., he spent much of his time in - 
ling on the Continent. In 1766 Cha 
formed a Gevernment which contemplated 
drastic Irish teforms, The Earl of Bristol 
was appointed Lord Lieutenant. He — — 
set foot in Ireland, for Chatham’s schemes 
failed; but in the meantime he secured 
an Irish bishopric for Frede . Thus 
did Frederick become Bishop r 
he was consecrated in Christ Church 
Cathedral in 1767. A year later he was 
translated to Derry. A _ characteristic

The new Bishop made a parochial visita- 
tion of the whole of Derry diocese, and 
instituted such reforms that it was said: 
‘If he goes on as he has begun, we shall 
not grudge him the monstrous income of 
his Bishopric.““ He fiever would appoint 
un Englishman to a benefice, or even 
clergyman from another diocese,“ till he 
had served as a curate in Derry. "' No 
merit, however transcendent,” he said, 
‘will induce me to transport a foreign 
plant into my diese. This policy 
rendered him the idol of his people and 
had a wonderful effect in conciliating the 
natives of that Kingdom.” 

Soon, however, the nomad bishop ”’ 
felt the call of the Continent once more, 
and left Ireland for two years. An interest 
in geology stimulated by his visits to the 
Giant’s Causeway caused him to go deeply 
into this science while abroad. We must 
confine ourselves, however, to his activities 
in Ireland. In 1773 we find him séeking 
to change the whole system ‘of our 
ecclesiastical p rty, to abolish tithes, 
and to give the clergy land in lieu of it; 
next. to alter entirely the tenure of our 
episcopal lands, and to enable us to give 
leases of three lives instead of those we 
now give of 21 years” In 1774 he suc- 
ceeded in getting the Test Act passed 
the first act of legislation directed towards 
Catholic Emancipation. He toiled to bring 
about the total removal of religious dis- 
abilities, He worked also for educational 
reform. Congratulating John  Hely- 
Hutchinson on his appointment as Provost, 
ihe Bishop declared: “Of all the 
countries I have visited I know oí none in 
the remotest corner of Europe that stands 
so much in need of a liberal education. I 
feel the same satisfaction in our new Pro- 
vost as a keen sportsman does at the 
dawn of day after a long winter night.“ 


One of the Bishop’s enthusiasms was for 


architecture; and wags called him “ the 


edifying Bishop. While at Derry he 


built Downhill ahd Ballyscullion. The 
former, shaped in the form of a horse-shor, 
iad ‘as many windows as there are days 
„the year.”’ It was enlarged to accoim- 
nodate the Bishep’s vast collection of 
pictures and statues.. In 1778 we find him 


in Rome, deeply concerned touching the 


peril of war between Britain and France, 
and writing heme urgent appeals for a 
remission of the Penal Code. He writes of 
the disadvantages arising to Ireland 


from the opprobrious solecism of our laws 


against the Papists ; and traces therein

In 1779 the Bishop succeeded his brother 


as Earl of Bristol, and henceforward he

He 
became completely absorbed in Irish 
politics, He took a leading part in the 
famons convention at Dungannon; and the 
Volunteers passed a special vote of thanks 
to him for his assistance.

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A LAWYER'S MEMORIES, 

That Lord Coleridge should have tales 
to tell is natural, since he was born so far 
back as 1851. Of a most distinguished 
family, he recalls the valedictory address 
made in 1851 by Sir Fitsroy Kelly, then 
Attorney-General, on the retirement of the 
author's grandfather. Corporal punish- 
ment, often rendering the victim un- 
conscious, is among the recollections which 
he preserves of his schooldays. The old 
sergeant who taught drill was rather 
pointed in his advice: '' Boys! lunge for- 
ward! Give half a turn to the left! That 
renders the wound ineurable.”” Much of 
the present work consists of extracts from 
the diary of Sir John Taylor Coleridge, 
who had been born in 1790 and lived till 
1876. In November, 1830, England was 
very near to a revolution. The agricul- 
tural laboyrers, * down by poor 
wages, rose generally, smashing machinery 
and attacking the well-to-do. The Duke of 
Wellington was warned that his life was 
in danger and seems to have taken the 
warning most seriously.

A GREAT CITIZEN, 

In the civic awakening of London about 
thirty years ago Sir John Benn took a very 
active share. He knew. of tho foul condli- 
tions of slum-life through personal ex. 
perience; for his early days were 
“in the tongs of mean streets that ley 
just east of Aldgate Pump,” half-starved 
mentally and physically, His father, a 
schoolmaster, had lost his few hundred 
pounds of savings in a foolish investment 
and had turned to London, with an 
invalid wife and several small children, to 
be absorbed in its suffering under-current. 
In these early trials John Benn’s character 
was formed. A man of such determine- 
tion and applied ability would have made 
his mark in any walk of life; but from 
his parents he inherited a missionary 
spirit, and his strong leanings to art and 
literature were overborne—and utilised— 
in his enthusiasm to serve the common 


people. 

Mr. Gardiner tells us the dual story 
wy clearly. It is the stery of a man 
and a movement—of a great Londoner, 
and, perhaps, the most important episode in 
the social and political annals of London. 
During the eighteen eventful years in 
which the Progressive Patty held power in 
the London County Council Sir John Benn 
was in uninterrupted office, first as the 
chief organiser of the party, next as chair 
man of the most important committee and 
of the Council itself; and for ten years 
after the fall of the P ives he re- 
mained the leader of the Opposition. The 
course of the Progressive movement, from 
its inception in 1889 to its eclipse in 
1907, is traced here carefully and in detail. 
Much of the matter is controversial, but 
the Progressive case, with its legacies as 
to finance and its incompletely realised 
aims, is spiritedly explained and advo- 
cated.

OUR FORERUNNERS. 

An excellent series of works setting the 
ripest conclusions of science simply before 
the ordinary educated reader is published 
at The Bodley Head; and the latest 
volume, Our Prehistoric Forerunners,”’ 
is specially interesting at a time when the 
ancestry of man is so much discussed. 
author tells lucidly the story, so far as 
it is known, of the rise of anthropoid types 
in the dark abysm of the geological ages. 
He describes primitive man with photo- 
graphs of his relics, and, from observation 
of ,survivin primitive races, seeks to re- 
construct life as it must have been through- 
out the inhabited world in the stone ages 
and in the dawn of the historic period. 

Popular notions of primitive man, as 
the writer remarks, are largely founded 
on the efforts of humorous artists.

No doubt, his article 
was written some weeks ago, and its tone 
might have been more cheerful if he could 
have foreseen recent developments. The 
country’s economic education has made 
long strides since the controversy on the 
Free State income tax was oxygenated: by 
the dashing inroad from Cork, illuminated 
by the Dublin Chamber’ of Commerce and 
finally resolved by the masterly statement 
of our international economist, Professor 
Bastable. As the net result, the two most 
important groups of business men in the 
Saorstat have joined forces in a definite 
demand for immediate and general reform 
of the Government's finances. 
The Round Tables writer thinks that 
any mew and healthy. orientation of 
national politics will require the activity 
of forces hitherto dormant in the State. 
He. suggests that the business and pro- 
fessional men, “ instead of seen te 
criticising,” ought to form a party which, 
in his opinion, “would. command enor- 
mous support, and, given really good 
candidates, would have a striking success 
at the polls.”

In 1914 she was 
prepared for a war, with the result that 
four years passed before a decision could.

Britain had owned a proper army 
Germany might not have dared to go 
to-war, and millions of. lives might have 
been saved. That lesson ought not to be 
forgotten by those well-meaning people 
who are protesting against Sir Samuel 
Hoare’s expenditure on the Air Force. 
By spending twenty or thirty millions now 
Britain may save herself thousands of 
millions in the future. The safety of 
London, and, indeed, of Dublin and Edin- 
burgh as well, depends. on the Royal Air 
Force, In the circumstances there can be 
no excuse for a policy of cheese-pering.

The Colour Bar. 


One of the most contentions measures 
that ever were submitted to a legislature 
is at present before the Union Parli 
of South Africa, This is General 
Hertzog’s Colour Bar Bill, which seeks to 
shut out from employment. in mines and 
factories both natives and Asiatics.
